Crown street and the Delaware river, will 
loon be put in good condition foTTratilio 
ravel. It is proposed to macadamize the 
avenue or to improve it by the use of some 
naterial that will make a decided improve- 
ment to its present condition. The Trenton 
City Bridge Company has for some time past 
aken a keen interest in the question, and 
las lately made a proposition, that with the 
granting of permission and the payment of 
1100 by the borough, it will greatly improve 
he condition of the portion of the avenue 
described. 
Council at its lost meeting ac- 


cepted the proposition and authorized the 
Street Committee to see that the work is 
iroperly executed before payment shall be 
made. 


A programme of interesting exorcises has 


been made out for Decoration Day. There 
will be a street parade to the cemetery in 
the morning, forming in front of the Town 
Hall at nine o'clock. Members of Council, 
School Directors, borough officials and all 
local organizations have been invited to par- 
ticipate. The school children will also take 
an interesting part. The recently organized 
Morrisville Guards of the American Me 
cLanics will act as firing squad. The oration 
of the day will be delivered at the cemetery 
by Rev. E. W. Hart, pastor of the M. E. 
Church. It will not be necessary to ask the 
citizens this year to decorate their homes by 
the swinging of old glory to the breeze, as 
there are now more houses and business 
places decorated with the national colors 
than ever known before—a, sentiment which 
is generally growing. 


Patriotic services' will be held next Sun- 


day evening at the M. E. Church. All the 
local orders and organizations have been ra- 


ited to attend. 
An appropriate sermon 


will be delivered by the pastor. 


The Home Telephone Company, which 


has a large and well-extended service in 
Trenton, is seeking to still further its service 
into Bucks county, including all the princi- 
pal towns between Doylestown and Bristol. 
Nearly twenty odd subscribers are waiting 
in Morrisville to be connected with the ser- 
vice. The company's excellent service and 
low rentals have increased its popularity and 
general recognition in Trenton, the late o;

An ordinance was lately passed by 
Council giving the Home Company authority, 
with certain restrictions, to erect poles, 
string wires, etc., in the borough. The or- 
dinance was referred to the solicitor for an 
opinion. The opinion was unfavorable to 
the ordinance, suggesting numerous changes 
and amendments. On these objections the 
ordinance was vetoed by the Burgess. At 
the, last meeting of Council Mr. William 
Burgess appeared in behalf of the company 
and asked to have a new ordinance intro 
duced that would meet the views of thi 
Council and the company. The Ordinance 
Committee, to whom the matter was referred 
will at the next meeting present a new ordi 
nance. The increased number of poles in 
the streets without a tax or compensation o 
some kind has been a question rlemandin 
attention. It has been proposed that if it i 
illegal for the municipality to collect a tax 
on property used by the company in con 
ducting its business, the company shonl' 
compensate the borough for the privilege tc 
be granted by the erection and free use o 
two telephones for fire alarm purposes, com 
municating with the pumping station.

Enough to Freeze You. 


The Bristol ice plant has been running 


night and day for the past two months, turn- 
ing out the cold product at the rate of 300 
pounds eveiy fifteen minutes. 


Ice id now being shipped regularly to deal- 


ers at Langhoine and Builington. The new 
buck s'jruge house adjoining the plant is 
kept at the flooding point, and any surplus 
of the day's product is packed away for use 
when the demand may exceed the capacity 
of the plan t or to allow of closing down op- 
erations with a supply on hand when the 
demand is slight in the spring and fall. 


The company has spent several thousand 


dollars upon the premises since its purchase 
from the Poquessing Company.

The First Baptist Church last Tuesday 


evening was attended in a body by the mem- 
bers of H. Clay Beatty Post, G. A. R., Fidel- 
ity Guards and the Jr. Order United Ameri- 
can Mechanics, Knights of Pythias, and fire 
companies No. 2 anil 3 to bear Rev. E. A. 
Rook's* lecture on "God, America 
and 


Spain." The church was decorated with 
flags and bunting and presented a very at- 
traciive appearance.

in white with a red, white' and blue fash, 
and carrying American flags, walked up the 
aisles to the platform in the rear of the 
Hpeakers and while standing eang a patriotic 
air.

a solo was sung by Mr, A. Lincoln Wait, 
and a chapter from the Bible was read by 
Rev. W. C. Hcndrickson, after which "Co- 
lumbia, the Gem of the Ocean," was sung by 
llie little girls, Mamie Stephens taking the 
solo portionf Rev. Dr. Alexander Alison 
was chairman of the evening, lie intro- 
duced Rev. E. A. Rook to the audience, and 
at the conclusion of the lecture mode an ap- 
propriate shoit address.

President. They said to Lincoln: 
"Mr 


President, it will be a great thing if we hav 
God on our siae." "That is not so much 
the matter," replied Lincoln, "what we 
want is be on God's side." If God's side is 
to relieve the oppressed then we are on God's 
side.

favors of anyone.

He spoke 


the truth and when he did that he cared not 
who liked it or who did not. He had some 
sympathy for a nation that was willing to 
learn a lesson, but Spain is not and is as 
stubborn and cruel as ev:r, therefore he had 
a very poor opinion of those who sympathized 
with her. It is all wasted sympathy.

How Done* Are Formed and Bnlldlnf* 


Are Co»i red by Wind and Wave. 


Along the shores of oceans and other 


largo bodies of*water, especially in tbo re- 
gion cf the eotuaries of large rivers, there 
are usually immense masses of shifting 
sand 
It is not within the scope of this 


article 10 des< rlbo the formation of these 
uand banks 
It in eulfloient to say, there- 


fore, that tb<y usually begin as long sand 
bars, behind which there aro shoots of still 
water. 
Thesu shallow bays in tho course 


of time fill up with mud, becoming salt 
marshes Intersected by thoroughfares, 
gait ponds and winding creeks. In the 
meantime tho long, flat sand bars have de- 
veloped into s<ia islands or beaches When 
tho tido falls, I ho sand of the shore, ground 
into powder by tho waves and dried by 
tho sun and wind, is blown in the direc- 
tion of the pievailing winds, usually In- 
land 
The sand moves like snow until it 


meets an obstruction, when a dune or 
sand hill forms, equal In height to the ob- 
struction A suction through a dune shows 
a beautiful stratification, the sand having 
been deposited in thin layers, always vary- 
ing, however, with the nature of the sand, 
the velocity of the whid and tho obstruc- 
tions, largo or small, which it encounters. 
These dunes ai e not hurled bodily by the 
breezes, but little by little, forming and 
reforming, forward and backward, chang- 
ing, in fact, with every caprice of the 
wind, gontle and almost Imperceptible I __ 
during a light sea breeze, but a stinging, 
blinking stand blast In times of gale 
In 


spite, however, of all these minor changes, 
tho sand mnsn is generally moving, per 
hops only a few inches a year, in the direc- 
tion of prevailing winds A great deal do- 
psnda upon the day winds, lu that at 
night the sand is damp and flnner And 
go mountains of sand aro formed which 
are often hold temporarily by hardy plants 
which have giilned a precarious footing, 
but which BOOI er or later, unless wotobed 
and fixed, begin to shift, engulfing mead- 
ows, farm lands, lakes, bays, inlets—in 
faot, anything unable to check Its course. 


There are so\eral Instances whero light- 


houses have been increased in height be- 
cause of the sand which had engulfed 
them 
In one place on the New Jersey 


coast I once stumbled upon the corner of 
an old rail 'sn<e which had been burled 
and exposed a^aln on the ocean side 
It 


marked thorite of an old field 
On the 


North Carolina dunes, chimneys project- 
ing above the Hand belong to the houses 
ol an old fishing village. In Prance and 
other parts of Europe villages have been 
burled 
At Soulao, in Qasoony, a cross 


was discovered projecting above the sand 
Further investigation showed that lo waa 
attached to a sfeeple, olid later a well pre- 
served church of tho thirteenth century 
was excavated The church is now ic use

"There are persons who think that if a 


man makes himself, gay, a great linguist 
hla children will be more likely to have 
the gift of tongues. They think the ohil- 
dron bora to a parent after ho has become 
dissipated are more liable than the ohll 
dren born earlier to Inherit a taste for 
drink. These things Welesrnan denies. In 
the first ease the children may have the 
father's aptitude for languages, but not 
the stronger because he used it. In the 
other oas.1 the children may have the par- 
ent's disposition that led him to drink, 
but not the stronger because it was in

"Mr. Herbert Spencer regards the quea 


tion whether any acquired traits are ever 
inherited as a (treat matter, but he has not 
made up his opinion yet. He is not pre- 
pared to combat the new theory. 


'The long accepted theory has never 


been quite satlsf aotory. It leaves so much 
unaccounted for. If acquired qualities ore 
Inherited, the world ought to be crowded 
with greatness. Yet it Is notorious that 
few great men leave sons as great. Al- 
though education Is within the reewh of 
all and the methods of education are the 
product of centuries of experience, Shakes- 
peare* and Miltona and Napoleons are not 
common yet. 


"On the other hand, we might expect A 


steady Increase of drunkards it acquired 
propensities ore transmitted. As a matter 
of faot, there if much less drunkenness 
than there wag half a century ago, al- 
though the pressure of modern life and an 
Irritable condition of the nerves are cal- 
culated to promote dissipation. 


"The later doctrine does not deny the 


importance of hurodlty. It does not make 
It luw important for the parent to lead an 
upright and oarcful life, since his children 
are influenced by his example, though they 
do not inherit bli menial and physical ac- 
quisitions as they may bis property. If 
acquired traits are inherited, it should be 
easy to prove. It has not been proved "—
